IS CLEVELAND A WRECK? 


Tho Chicago Herald, an IntlcpoDduuU 


Democratic journal, nmkea the state- 
ment that President Cleveland's mental 
and physical condition is such that he 
was unable to prepare Ins recent ines- 
eage to congress. The Herald states 
that a very small portion of the message 
waa written by the President, and at- 
tributes the failure of that stale paper 
to outline a policy upon which the party 
can unite to the failing powers of the 
chief executive. 


This latter statement is more a matter 


of opinion than fact, but it is evident 
that the President did not write the 
message. There is scarcely a sentence 
in that lengthy document which bears 
the etump of the President's ornate and 
peculiar style of composition. It not 
only is lacking in the President's style 
of composition, hut in the force which 
he always injected into those portions 
which he desired to carry weight and 
conviction. While it will hardly be de- 
nied that President Cleveland has gen- 
erally been wrong, it is equally true that 
it has been his custom to present his 
cause forcibly if not logically. This ele- 
ment is totally lacking in the message 
now before congress. 


Opinions will differ regarding the ef- 


fect on the Democratic party of President 
Cleveland's evident failure to maintain 
the position he has so long held as its 
leader. The Herald looks upon it in 
the light of a party calamity, bul when 
considered in relation to the experiences 
of the party under Cleveland ism, it is 
not altogether apparent that the party 
will suffer more from the decline of the 
President than it would by his continued 
activity in the lines he has BO persist- 
ently followed. If the Democratic party 
has not abler and safer leaders than 
Grover Cleveland has been, its cause ie 
hopeless so far as leadership ie con- 
cerned. 


While we sympathize with the Presi- 


dent of the republic in his unfortunate 
condition, if it be as represented, we 
cannot consider it a misfortune to hie 
party. If the party is to be led out of 
the wilderness it will not he by the 
Moses who has heuded the procession 
into that inhospitable realm. 


MR. CARLISLE'S PLAN. 
j 


The plan of financial redemption pro- , 


posed by Secretary Carlisle has been j 
published in full, and is not likely to 
meet with a very enthusiastic reception ; 
either by the public or congress. It is 
to all intents and purposes a proposition 
to relieve the government of a large pro- 
portion of its responsibility in the mat- 
ter of regulating the volume of the cur- 
rency by turning that difllcult matter 
over to the national banks. Under the 
gni»e of making a "more elastic cur- 
rency" it relieves the banks of a number 
of the restrictions now imposed upon 
them, among which Is that of basing 
their security on government bonds. 
This proposition, as a matter of course, 
is for the purpose of meeting the in- 
evitable scarcity of government Iwnds 
for the requirement mentioned, for it is 
perfectly plain that llie people are not 
going to be satisfied with a program 
which will necessarily require a contin- 
ual increase of the government's bonded 
indebtedness. 


It is unquestionably true that a grow- 


ing necessity of the country is an ex- 
pansion of the currency, but the plan 
proposed for the alleged purpose of giv- 
ing the needed "elasticity" is not satis- 
factory. It removes necessary security 
oc the part of the hanks and extends to 
them responsibility and powers which 
should be exercised alone by the govern- 
ment. 


The principle defect in Mr. Carlisle's 


•cheuie appears to be that no guarantee 
goes with it that this power to regulate 
the volume of currency will be exercised 
in the interests of the people. 


SOME of our Democratic contempora- 


ries are nominating W. H. Mills of the 
Southern Pacific Company for United 
States senator to succeed Senator Per- 
kins. If Mr. Mills were not in the em* 
ploy of a corporation with which the 
government will probably 
be called 


upon to deal in some very important 
matters, there would be no reason why 
he might not be a successful aspirant 
for that position; as it is, he in evi- 
dently not an aspirant, and none are 
better aware of the fact tlian the jour* 
nalfl which are professing to believe 
that he is. There is no apparent reason 
for doubting that Senator Perkins will 
succeed himself. 


IF 
TUB wholesale grocery firm of 


Wellman, Peck &. Co., carry out their, 
intention regarding mule team trans- 
portation from 
Stockton to Fresno, 


that enterprise will at least enter the 
experimental stage and the question 
will be definitely settled as to whether 
it is possible to compete with a railroad 
by methods which were yesre ago dis- 
carded as inadequate. The experiment 
will be watched with lively interest. 


The bayonet and bullet program did 


not come off in Alabama u announced 
by Mr. Kolb, but a new plan is an- 
nounced by that gentleman in his ad- 
dress to the people of the state, in the 
guiee'ot a message to the legislature, 
which may create more trouble in that 
state than the appeal to anus. Mr. 
Kolb advises the people to refuse to pay 
their taxes until he is installed &e, gov- 
ernor, and that tax collectors pay no 
money into the state treasury until a 
settlement of thai matter has been 
reached. As more than half the tax 
collectors in the state are in sympathy 
with Kolb, it ie feared that the state 
government will drift into a condition 
of anarchy. At this distance from the 
scat of the controversy it is difficult to 
express a positive opinion as to the 
merits of Kolb's contention. 
If the 


Democratic governor has been given a 
fraudulent majority of over 27,00u votes, 
no means within the bounds of reason 
should be spared to vindicate the rights 


of the voters of the stilt* and punish 
those who are resemble for the cow- 


eion of such a political crime. On 


thi) other haud it is claimed that no 
luch fraud us claimed by Kolb has been 
committed, and Unit a full investigation 
would show a very largo majority for 
Governor Gates. The truth is hard to 
arrive at, but certainly the revolution- 
ary proceeding threatened by the Kolb- 
itca is not to he countenanced if there is 
any law in Alabama by which popular 
rights miiy bo vindicated. This coun- 
try has during the past few years suf- 
fered too much from empty demonstra- 
tions of that sort. 


I'BT as the calamity croakers had 


begun to cast a baleful eye athwart the 
morning fog, and read in the "signs" a 
forecast of dry season with attendant 
want and suffering by man and beast, 
the windows of heaven were opened and 
the gentle rain descended in pleasing 
lufliciency. Not the least of the attend- 
ant blessing is the knowledge that the 
•voice of the croaker is drowned for the 
present.

While this does 
not figure so greatly in the state tax it is 
a tremendous local burden, and has to 
be met by the taxpayer all the same. 
Scaling down salaries uud abolishing 
commissions will be helpful, but the 
tramp nuisance ia a burden to taxpayers 
more grievous to be borne than all the 
state institutions put together. It is 
time to do away with makeshifts and if 
possible to abolish professional vaga- 
bondage outright.
